4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a 
reading out an identification number from a responder storing 
identification numbers, wherein a responder transmits a modulated 
signal obtained by modulating a first and a second clock pulse having 
different clock pulse intervals from a transmission/ reception circuit, a 
page number to be stored by the responder is counted up as an initial 
value at the first clock pulse, and the identification number transmitted 
from the responder is read out at the second clock pulse when the 
counter has counted up from the initial value to a predetermined value.
